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INTRODUCTION 


The Secretary of State and Registrar General of Canada administers legis- 
lation relating to companies, patents of invention, trade marks, copyright, in- 
dustrial designs, timber marking, governmental and parliamentary translations, 
boards of trade, the registration of trade unions, public officers and public 
documents. 


He is also the Custodian of Enemy Property and as such administers legis- 
lation relative to wartime trading with the enemy. 


In his capacity of Secretary of State he communicates with the Governor 
General and, through the Governor General, with the Sovereign concerning 
various matters, such as decorations and other subjects related to the exercise 
of the royal prerogative. Similarly, he is the medium of formal communication. 
between the federal and provincial governments through the lieutenant-govern- 
ors. He is also responsible for the preparation and tabling of returns in Parlia- 
ment. 


_ As Registrar General he is the custodian of the Great Seal of Canada and 
of a Privy Seal of the Governor General. 


The Awards Coordination Committee and the Committee on the use of 
Parliament Hill and the National War Memorial report to him. State cere- 
monial, decorations and precedence, including publication of the Guide to Rela- 
tive Precedence at Ottawa, are amongst a variety of “residual” functions en- 
trusted to the Department of the Secretary of State. 


The staff of the department is headed by the Under Secretary of State aan 
Deputy Registrar General of Canada, who is also Deputy Custodian of Enemy 
Property. The staff next comprises the Assistant Under Secretary of State and 
Advisory Counsel and the directors of the divisions enumerated below, three 
of whom have statutory designations, namely the Commissioner of Patents, the 
Registrar of Trade Marks, and the Superintendent of the Bureau for Translations. 


The functions of the department are carried out by the following divisions: 
Companies Division, Patent and Copyright Office, Personnel and Accounts 
Division, Registration Division, Special Division, Trade’ Marks Office and 
Bureau for Translations. The activities of these divisions, in that order, are 
outlined in this report. yee aS 


The operations of the Office of the Custodian of Enemy Property are dealt 
with in a separate report tabled in Parliament annually by the Secretary of State. 


The Secretary of State, in addition, administers the Department of Public 
Printing and Stationery and is the spokesman in the Privy Council, Cabinet 
and Parliament of the Civil Service Commission and the Chief Electoral Officer. 
However, the present report covers only the operations of the Department of 
the Secretary of State. 


COMPANIES DIVISION 


Under the Companies Act 

During the fiscal year 1955-56, letters patent were granted incorporating 
847 companies under Part I, a 36 corporations without share capital under 
Part'II. 


Supplementary letters patent were granted to 472 existing companies and to 
6 existing corporations without share capital; 7 certificates were issued to existing 
companies increasing the amount of the consideration to be received for the 
issuance of shares without nominal or par value. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Part IV, 3 licences were issued to foreign 
mining companies to carry on mining operations in the Northwest Territories 
and in the Yukon Territory. 


The total number of documents entered on the Register of Mortgages and 
Charges pursuant to the provisions of section 66 was 170. The instruments so 
entered include 65 deeds of trust and mortgage, 28 supplemental deeds of trust 
and mortgage, 27 debentures, 45 memoranda of satisfaction, 2 actes de fiducie, 
1 chattel mortgage and 2 appointments of receiver. 


The number of annual summaries submitted under section 125 totalled 
10,474. : 


Under section 29, certificates of acceptance of surrender of charters were 
issued dissolving 204 companies, and 28 charters were returned for cancellation. 
Advice was received to the effect that some 18 companies had gone into bank- 
ruptcy or were in the process of liquidation. 


The Companies Division maintains a complete record of the names of all 
Canadian companies incorporated under or by federal and provincial statutes. 
There were 4,362 searches undertaken by the Searching Section, of which 3,551 
were to determine the availability of suggested corporate names and 811 were 
inquiries as to the existence or otherwise of companies under specific names. 


Under the Boards of Trade Act 

There were 16 boards of trade registered, 7 orders in council issued changing 
the names of boards of trade and 1 order in council issued dissolving a board 
of trade. 


PATENT AND COPYRIGHT OFFICE 


Report of the Commissioner of Patents for the fiscal year ended March 31, 
1956. 


INTRODUCTION 


This report is made pursuant to the requirement of section 27 of the Patent 
Act, (Chapter 203, R.S.C. 1952 as amended by Chapter 19, and Chapter 40, section 
15, 2-3 Eliz. II, 1953-54). The Tables included herein contain information 
concerning the transactions of the office, patent, copyright, industrial design, 
and timber mark fees, total receipts and expenditures, trend of invention, resil- 
dence of inventors for applications filed and residence of inventors for patents 
granted. Examination and disposal of a patent application by the office in 
accordance with the Act and Regulations entails a search for novelty, consider- 
ation of inventive subject matter, a decision as to patentability and also verifi- 
cation of compliance with procedural requirements. The Statute provides for 
the grant of a seventeen year exclusive right to the inventor (or his successor 
in title) in return for his disclosing and making available to the public the product 
of his inventive genius and labours. It also contains provisions to safeguard 
the public interest against possible abuses of patent rights. 


GENERAL BUSINESS 


The two following tables show, respectively, the transactions of the Patent 
Branch and of the Copyright and Industrial Design Branch of the Patent and 
Copyright Office for each year of the ten-year period ended March 31, 1956. 


In the table of transactions of the Patent Branch, it will be noted that 21,048 
applications were filed. This is an increase of 1,600 or 8-2% as compared with 
the previous year. It is also the greatest number filed in any year. Of the 
total number of applications filed, 15,486 applicants claimed priority of filing 
date under the International Convention for the Protection of Industrial Prop- 
erty. During the prosecution of applications 22,942 reports were issued and 
14,505 applications were allowed. The number of applications that matured to 
patent was 11,862. In addition to the number of allowed cases a total of 3,651 
applications acted upon have become abandoned. The total number of pending 
applications in the Office is 72,608. The total number of assignments recorded 
was 17,783 and is the second highest figure for the ten-year period. The number 
of certified copies of patents issued was 9,620. Under Section 31, there were 
16 changes of representatives recorded. 


The table of transactions of the Copyright Branch shows that the number 
of applications received and the number of copyrights registered remained about 
normal. The number of cards received from the Composers, Authors and 
Publishers Association of Canada, Limited, with titles of musical works, totalled 
2,418. These cards are sorted and placed in alphabetical files available for the 
use of the public. The number of industrial design applications received was 
595 and 586 applications were registered. 
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RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES

The total receipts are greater than the previous year by $148,955.32. This 
increase is due mainly to the increase in the number of new applications for 
patents filed, to the number of final fees paid, to the number of certified and 
printed copies sold and to the number of assignments recorded. Of the total 
receipts, fees received in the Patent Branch amounted to $1,234,810.74 and in 
the Copyright Branch $21,747.46. 


While the total receipts show a substantial increase over the previous year, 
it was not sufficient to meet the increase in the total expenditure and a deficit 
of $122,096.18 resulted. The increase of $82,791.31 in respect of salaries was 
due to an increase of 24 in the number of positions occupied during the year 
and to annual increases in compensation. The cost of printing the patents and 
the Canadian Patent Office Record shows an increase of $179,797.96 as compared 
with the previous year. This increase was due mainly to two accounts having 
been carried forward from the previous year amounting to $103,905.03 and to 
increased operating costs. Expenditure for printing the patents amounted to 
$460,520.00 and for printing the Canadian Patent Office Record, $103,842.82. 
There is an increase of $27,812.96 as compared with the previous year for the 
Canadian Patent Office Record. ‘This was due to the publication of 1,580 more 
patents and to higher operating costs in the Department of Public Printing and 
Stationery. Commitments carried forward to 1956-57 in respect of patent 
printing amounted to $23,994.50. Other expenditures remained about normal.

Patents issued to assignees of the 
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whole interest totalled 9,450, jointly to inventors and assignees of part interest 
110, to inventors 2,288 and to legal representatives 14. The number of 
patents issued to companies was 9,303, to individuals 2,520 and to companies 
and individuals jointly 39. Patents where invention was claimed to have 
been made by two or more inventors totalled 3,062 and by one inventor 8,800. 
Of the total, 54 patents were issued to female inventors, to male and female 
inventors jointly 40, and to male inventors 11,768. There were 1,473 patents 
granted to Canadian citizens or companies and 10,389 to applicants of foreign 
origin. Eleven thousand, eight hundred and eight grants were made in the 
English language and fifty-four in French. 


FORFEITURES, RESTORATIONS AND REINSTATEMENTS 


Due to failure to pay final fees within the period required by section 75 a 
total of 583 applications became forfeited. Upon payment of restoration and 
final fees 71 forfeited applications were restored. Of the applications that had 
lapsed through failure to complete or prosecute within the time specified as 
provided under section 32, reinstatements were allowed in respect of 64.

REGISTER OF PATENT AGENTS 


Under the provisions of section fifteen of the Patent Act and The Patent 
Rules made thereunder, the names of sixty-nine patent agents were added to 
the Register. By reason of failure to comply with rule 144, the names of thirty- 
six patent agents were removed from the Register. A qualifying examination 
under rule 143 was held at Montreal, Ottawa, Windsor, Sarnia and Edmonton 
on October 17th and 18th, 1955. Twelve candidates tried the examination and 
five were successful. At the close of the year the names of 1,083 patent meaeie 
and patent asente appeared on the Register. 


PATENT OFFICE RECORD 


Pursuant to section 27 of the Patent Act, which requires the publication 
of a list of all patents granted, the official journal of the Office, ‘““The Canadian 
Patent Office Record and Register of Copyrights’, was published on Tuesday 
in each week. Publication was made in each issue of the principal drawings 
and claims of patents granted on the date of publication, notices and other 
actions under the Act, lists of copyrights, assignments of copyrights and abridg- 
ments of industrial designs registered during the week. The number of sub- 
scribers for the year was 499. In addition to subscriptions and sales the “Record’’ 
was distributed free to eighty-nine libraries in Canada, to forty libraries in Great 
Britain, to nineteen libraries in other countries of the British Commonwealth 
of Nations, to thirty-five libraries in the United States of America, to fifteen 
foreign patent offices and institutes and to five consular and trade commissioners’ 
offices. 


In exchange for the ‘“‘Record’’, the Office received the official journals, 
indexes and reports on patents, designs and copyrights from the patent offices of 
Australia, Austria, Belgium, Brazil, Egypt, France, Great Britain, Germany, 
India, Italy, Japan, Korea, Mexico, the Netherlands, New Zealand, Norway, 
Pakistan, Union of South Africa, Sweden, Switzerland and the United States 
of America. 


The ‘‘Record”’ was also exchanged for et ey scientific periodicals and trade 
journals for the use of the Office. 
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PATENT PRINTING 


A branch of the Government Printing Bureau printed 11,347 patents during 
the year. This figure includes 45 reprints and 79 patents of the issue of 1948. 
The total number of printed patents dispatched was 223,927. Printed copies 
are available on the day the patent is issued and sell for fifty cents. The weekly 
issue of ‘‘The Canadian Patent Office Record”’ is also printed by the Government 
Printing Bureau. 


PATENT OFFICE LIBRARY 


During the year 906 volumes were added to the Library. Copies of the 
current issues of patents were received regularly from Australia, Austria, Belgium, 
France, Great Britain, Italy, Japan, the Netherlands, Sweden, Switzerland and 
the United States of America. Patent journals, indexes and reports were also 
received from the said countries as well as from Brazil, Egypt, Germany, India, 
Korea, Mexico, New Zealand, Norway, Pakistan and the Union of South Africa. 


The Library now contains copies of patents of the following countries from 
the dates given to the present date, namely :—Great Britain from the year 1617, 
the United States of America from 1845, France from 1902, Italy from 1925, 
Australia from 1926, the Netherlands from 1947, Sweden from 1947, Switzerland 
from 1949, Austria from 1949, Belgium from 1950 and Japan from 1950. The 
Library also contains printed copies of Canadian patents from 1949 and plant 
patents of the United States of America from No. 1 of August 1, 1931 to No. 1466

All the United States patents from 1934 to date are segregated according to 
the classification in force at the time of issue of the individual patents. 


The Library contains 24,146 volumes in all. 


LEGISLATION 


Pursuant to the provisions of section 16 of “‘An Act respecting Inventions 
by Public Servants’, a proclamation issued on May 5, 1955, giving notice that 
this Act shall come into force and have effect upon, from and after June 1, 1955. 
Regulations pursuant to section 12 of the Public Servants Inventions Act were 
made and established under authority of Order in Council P.C. 1955-666, dated 
May 5, 1955, effective June 1, 1955. 


STAFF 


Since the last annual report, the number of established positions was 
increased from 224 to 260 as provided in the estimates for 1955-56. The average 
number of positions occupied was 215, comprising 10 in Administration, 76 
Patent Examiners and 129 Clerical and other staff. During the year, 19 new 
Patent Examiners were appointed. The Assistant Commissioner of Patents and 
one Patent Examiner retired on pension. Twelve Patent Examiners resigned 
their positions, 11 having accepted other offers of employment and one returned 
to University for further studies. 


A system of accelerated promotions has been organized for the younger 
patent examiners. As a result, 47 promotions were effected within the ranks 
of the examining staff. 


The shortage of engineers in the country is still very acute. This spring 
there were three jobs awaiting every graduate in engineering from the Universi- 
ties. In the last few months the industry, the associations of engineers and the 
newspapers have deplored the situation on several occasions. ‘The same con- 
ditions prevail for good technical workers. 
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In order to try and cope with the situation, representatives of the Patent 
Office have visited universities all across the country. An open competition 
is being run the year round for recruiting engineers. We have this year started 
to recruit technical officers with the necessary qualifications to help in patent 
examination. The result of the competition is not known yet but we hope to 
find some relief through this system. 


NEWFOUNDLAND PATENTS 


Five applications for the grant of letters patent under the laws of New- 
foundland (pursuant to the provisions of subsection (3) of section 20 of the 
Terms of Union of Newfoundland with Canada) remained pending at the end of 
the year, notice of objection to the grant of such letters patent having been 
filed against each application.

Some 9,286 new publications were received and recorded. 


Certain United Kingdom publications including the London Gazette, Debates 
of the House of Lords and of the House of Commons, Public General Acts and 
those of Commonwealth Relations Office were distributed to the provinces. 
About 3,442 such publications were distributed. 


Arrangements were made for binding the London Gazette and the gazettes 
of the various provinces and the Law Reports of Canada and of the United 
~ Kingdom for the year 1954. Over 2,189 books were loaned while 2,389 were 
consulted. 


SPECIAL DIVISION 


Following the approval by Her Majesty the Queen of the adoption and use 
by the Government of Canada of a new Great Seal of Canada, the Secretary of 
State, at a ceremony at Government House on March 2, 1956, handed the new 
seal to His Excellency the Governor General, who returned it to the Secretary 
of State for safe-keeping. 


The Secretary of State also handed to the Governor General the Great Seal 
of Canada bearing the effigy of the late King George VI, which, in accordance 
with tradition, the Governor General defaced and returned to the Secretary of 
State, who handed it to the Minister responsible for the Public Archives, the 
Minister of Citizenship and Immigration, for deposit in the Archives. This 
ceremony took place in the presence of the Prime Minister of Canada. 


On April 15, 1955 the Special Division and the Information Division were 
amalgamated under the name of the former and in charge of the Director of 
the Special Division. This report therefore includes the activities formerly 
belonging to the Information Division which are now the responsibility of the 
Special Division. 


Two items of particular interest in which the Division gave assistance during 
the year were the design and submission for Her Majesty’s approval of the new 
Great Seal of Canada, and the grant of arms by the Sovereign to the Northwest 
Territories and the Yukon Territory. 


The Division represented the Department on the interdepartmental com- 
mittee on preparations for the 14th Quinquennial Congress of the Universal 
Postal Union which will meet in Ottawa in August 1957, and on the Government 
Hospitality Committee to consider arrangements for distinguished visitors from 
abroad. 


The hospitality and ceremonial occasions on which the Division gave assis- 
tance during the year were: 

The visit to Canada of H.R.H. the Princess Royal from September 29 
to October 25, 1955; 

A reception and dinner by the Minister of Transport to delegates 
attending the Ninth Session of the Assembly of the Civil Aviation Organiza- 
tion in Montreal, on May 31 and June 6, 1955, respectively; 

A luncheon given by the Minister of National Health and Welfare for 
Committee members of the Canada-United States Civil Defence Committee 
on July 8, 1955; 

The opening of the Canso Causeway, August 13, 1955; 

A dinner by the Prime Minister of Canada in honour of delegates to 
the federal-provincial conference, October 4, 1955. 


The arrangements for the state funeral at Saint Jean, Quebec, on August 10, 
1955, of the late Hon. Alcide Coté, Postmaster General of Canada, were made 
by the Special Division. 

Several meetings of the Awards Co-ordination Committee, of which the 
Under Secretary of State is chairman, were held for the consideration of 
recommendations of awards to Canadians by the Sovereign and by foreign states. 

Permission was granted for the use of Parliament Hill and of the National 
War Memorial for twenty ceremonies. 
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In response to requests, advice was given on questions of protocol such as 
precedence, ceremonial, hospitality, styles of address, the wearing of decorations, 
the proposing of toasts, the use of erase Se of the royal family and the use 
of flags and armorial bearings. 


The Guide to Relative Precedence at Ottawa was revised and issued, based 
on the Table of Precedence for Canada. ‘The Director of the Special Division 
assisted in the marshalling of persons who attended the Levée of His Excellency 
the Governor General on New Year’s Day. The Division represented the 
Department on a Committee established to revise the Manual of Reference 
issued by the Civil Service Commission. 


Correspondence was carried on during the year in connection with represent- 
ations for congratulatory messages from the Sovereign in 396 cases of sixtieth 
wedding anniversaries and 58 cases of one hundredth birthdays; also in connection 
with 6 applications for the Royal Bounty for the birth of triplets; 144 maintenance 
orders obtained abroad against Canadians or obtained in Canada against persons 
residing abroad; and 32 enquiries on various subjects sent to the provinces on 
behalf of the Department of External Affairs; 83 documents were received and 
deposited pursuant to statutory requirements; 32 documents were authenticated 
by the Governor General; 219 commissions of appointment were transmitted; 
the provincial statutes were received and passed to the Department of Justice 
for examination under section 90 of the B.N.A. Act, and warrants under the 
Extradition Act were forwarded. ‘There was no action taken by the Division 
during the year under the Canada Temperance Act; the only places in Canada 
in which part II of the act remains in force are the counties of Perth and Huron 
in the Province of Ontario.

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As at March 31, 1956, the staff of the Bureau numbered 264 employees, 
including 186 translators of all grades and 78 administrative and clerical 
employees. 


Parliamentary and legal translations 


Translation was made of the official report of the Debates of the House of 
Commons (1955 Session) which covered 6,965 pages, and of the index of 346 
pages; of the official report of the Senate Debates, comprising 833 pages and a 
62-page index, and of the proceedings of the various permanent and special 
committees of both Houses, which comprised 6,679 pages (as compared with 
5,041 pages the previous year). 

The Law Division of the Bureau translated 52 bills with explanatory notes 
and indexes. Its work was increased considerably as a result of the transfer 
to the Bureau, during the year, of the responsibility for Senate translations. 
For instance, it had to translate 401 divorce bills. . 


Translation was also made of orders, proclamations, regulations imple- 
menting various acts, and indexes. This work is performed by the Bureau’s 
Privy Council Division, which also translates international conventions and 
agreements and various legal documents for the Privy Council. This division 
undertook the classification of regulations, revised earlier texts of regulations 
translated in other divisions and translated Treasury Board decisions, special 
orders and other departmental documents. 


Translations were made by the parliamentary divisions for governmental 
bodies, and commissions of enquiry, notably for the Restrictive Trade Practices 
Commission. Assignments from these sources have been increasing steadily in 
volume. 


Departmental translation 


There was an increase also in the work of the departmental divisions, to 
the point that the staffs of several of them must be enlarged if the requirements 
of the departments are to be met. The development of the functions of the 
public service, including commissions and boards of various kinds, and the public 
demand for more governmental publications to be issued in French as well as 
in English appear to be the main causes of this expansion in departmental trans- 
lation requirements. The matter of the resultant immediate and long range 
personnel needs of the Bureau has been the subject of a thorough investigation 
and report by the Superintendent of the Bureau and of recommendations by 
the department to the Civil Service Commission and the Treasury Board. 


Foreign Languages 


The Foreign Languages Division has been reorganized as a consequence of 
the death of the Chief of the German and Romance Languages Division. 


The work of this Division is growing steadily and an increase in its staff 
has become imperative. Translation from Russian is increasing, more particu- 
larly, because larger numbers of scientific and technical publications from Russia 
are now available and useful to our government services. 
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Translation performed on a firm price basis outside of the Bureau 


During the past year it has again been necessary to enlist the services of 
outside translators. The amount of translation done in that way on a firm 
price basis has attained an unusually high volume, chiefly because of the require- 
ments of parliamentary committees, but also because of the necessity of prompt 
translations of army training manuals and of records of the Canadian War 
Claims Commission. Consequently the Bureau had to assign to outside trans- 
lators 1,734,385 words for the General Translation Division (compared with 
667,426 the previous year); 442,000 words for the National Defence Division 
(compared with 204,000 the previous year), which included the first volume of 
the official history of the Second World War; 1,307,416 words for the Foreign 
Languages Division (compared with 1,124,165 the previous year), and 85,000 


words under the heading ‘‘miscellaneous’”’. The expenses thus incurred were:

Total Work Done 


It will be seen from the table on page 31 that the translation during the 
fiscal year totalled 72,469,331 words. This includes translations done outside 
the Bureau. It will be noted from this table that a considerable portion of the 
work consists of translation of correspondence. The ‘‘Words’’? column under 
the caption ‘‘Miscellaneous” includes the preparation of reports, statistical 
documents, comparison and standardization of texts, written consultations, ete. 


The column ‘Hours’ represents the time spent in research, proof-reading, 
~ revision of work done outside the division concerned, the compiling of glossaries 
and other work related to translation which cannot be calculated and assessed 
in numbers of words. 


Co-operation with other bodies 


Translators are called upon to assist other official bodies, e.g. the Civil 
Service Commission in marking examination papers and reviewing the records 
of candidates in promotional competitions, also various departmental and inter- 
departmental committees such as the Geographical Names Committee of the 
Department of Mines & Technical Surveys. The time devoted to such assistance 
is not reflected in the said table. 


Under this heading also fall the lectures and articles on its work or on 
questions related to translation, which the Bureau for Translations is invited to 
furnish to secondary schools or institutions of higher learning, learned societies 
and specialized periodicals. In this connection mention may be made of the 
Superintendent’s participation in the latest annual congress of the Modern 
Language Association in Chicago; of articles published in magazines such as 
Vie et langage, of Paris, or Babel, organ of the Fédération internationale des tra- 
ducteurs, and of the Assistant Superintendent’s lecture tour in classical colleges 
for the purpose of acquainting their upper grade pupils with translation and a 
translator’s duties and qualifications and of attracting some of them eventually 
to a career with the Bureau.

The Terminology Service keeps in touch with many similar bodies in other 
countries, particularly international organizations, and receives from them some 
valuable vocabularies and terminological lists in exchange for its own. This 
service co-operates and exchanges information, more particularly, with the 
Comité détude des termes techniques francais of Paris. It has thus obtained 
permission to reproduce for the Bureau the index cards of the Comité and these 
will be the basis of an important terminological bulletin. 
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
